W est Second street. 
His arrest was 
a tK ansas City and Sheriff VV. IL 
Few’ell aud Deputy Sheriff Landon 
W elch returned to Sedalia late last 
night with the prisoner. 
Arriving here Fred Edwards, Ur­ 
ban Edwards and 
“Dad” 
Mitchell, 
who were reported in the room at 
the number given at the time of the 
shooting saw' Parrish at the jail, aud 
according to Sheriff Few’el I recogniz­ 
ed him as one of the emn in the at­ 
tempted holdup and firing upon Bur­ 
ris. 
Parrish, officers 
deciare, 
denies 
any connection with the 
shooting, 
saying he was not in Sedalia on the 
night of the tragedy. 
A murder charge against Parrish 
will probably be filed this morning 
through Prosecuting 
Attorney Sam­ 
uel W. James. 
Other arrests in the shooting are 
expected at once, officers assert. 
That John Burris, who w'as fatal­ 
ly l ot Monday night in a room at 
109 
a-2 W est Second street, came 
to his death by being shot with re­ 
volvers in the hands of unknown 
persons, was the verdict returned 
by the jurors at the inquest held 
Thursday at the McLaughlin chapel.

Burris’ statem ent at St. Mary’s hos­ 
pital just before he underwent an 
operation; Fred Kueck, from whom 
John Burris had renteu the room 
at. 109 1-2 W est Second on June 12; 
Mrs. E. Sandford, who was taking 
the place of her sister, Mrs. Mc­ 
Donald, proprietor of the McDonald 
hotel the night of the shooting; Dr.

The testim ony given by Edwards, j 
Arnold, 
Raney 
and 
Mitchell 
was j 
practically the same, all telling how 
they 
were sitting around

entered, and ordered them to “line 
up.” 
Burris resisted, and throwing 
the cards in the face of the larger 
man, attacked the 
smaller 
man. 
Three shots were fired, they stated, 
two of which lodged 
in 
Burris’ 
body, the other striking the ceiling. 
Edwards testified 
that he 
had 
seen the two in Sedalia on July 4, 
when they had been 
present 
in 
the same room, at that time pre­ 
sumably for the purpose of getting 
in a crap game, although, he stated 
they did not play. 
Their actions at 
that time, he stated were suspicious, 
and he had been warned to watch 
them by Roy Larm and Bert Aren­ 
son, who had seen them 
on

street earlier that evening, and had 
become suspicious of them. 
Roy Larm testified that the two 
had 
registered at 
the 
Terminal 
hotel on Saturday night, July 13, and 
slept until about

he saw' them leave the hotel. 
The w itnesses all stated that they 
would recognize the men, or their 
com panions who had been with them 
on the fourth of July, should they 
see them again.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., — Repre­ 
sentatives of seven states—Kansas, 
Oklahoma.

SHOPCRAFTS SUITS 
WERE DISMISSED 


By the Associated Tress. 
PHILADELPHIA, 
Pa., — The 
United States Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals Monday dismissed equity suits 
brought by System Federation No 
90, of Shopcrafts Men, and the or­ 
ganization of clerks 
against 
the 
Pennsylvania Railroad for the en­ 
forcement of wage increases 
and 
working conditions, decisions of the 
United States Railroad Labor Board 
on the grounds that the charge of 
conspiracy made 
in the suits 
had 
not been proven against the carrier. 
The suit of the shopcrafts federa­ 
tion was for claim of $15,000,000 back 
pay which, it is asserted, was under 
a decision of the railroad labor. The 
sum was said to be basec’ on the 
difference between the scale fixed 
in the national agreement made by 
tho railroad administration during 
the war and the scale paid by the 
company after the railroads were 
returned to private ownership. 
The appellate court’s action, con­ 
firmed that of Judge Dickinson, who 
dismissed the suits in the federal 
district court several months ago on 
the ground that the courts had no 
jurisdiction to enforce decisions of 
the railroad labor board.

The properties involved are 
valued at $25,000,000. The company, 
it is said, will be the largest co­ 
operative ever organized. 
The companies whose properties 
were to be taken over by the new 
corporation are the Armour Grain 
Company, of Chicago, the J. C. Shaf­ 
fer Grain Company of Chicago, the 
Rosenbaum Grain 
Corporation, 
of 
Chicago, Rosenbaum 
Brothers, 
of 
Chicago; the Davis, Noland and Mer­ 
rill Grain Co., of Kansas City. 
According to the reports the new 
company is capitalized at $26,000,000 
and will begin immediate operation. 
The companies had 
proposed 
to 
surrender their various offices 
at 
central points in the United States 
and abroad, their leased wires cover­ 
ing the country and their five differ 
ent organizations.

Kafirs are plant­ 
ed on a larger acreage, due to the 
corn situation and the necessity for 
increased forage crops.

Most crop conditions are less fav­ 
orable than for many years. 
June 
and July rains prevented cultivation 
of corn and cotton and the harvest­ 
ing of grain and hay. 
Farm 
work 
has been crowded iuto July, raising 
the demand for labor, making the 
supply not sufficient, which tends to 
increase wages slightly above prices 
prevailing six months ago.
